He did get out. He got out and went, 
without the slightest hesitation, to the door 
of No. 2J.i West Twenty-third street, and 
when the same was opened, xans ceremonic, 
he walked in, and felt very much as though 
he had been there before. In relation to 
this house there are many rumors ; all are 
interesting, because they are connected 
w ith the romance of the rich young man ; 
but some are more reputable than others, 
and to those we prefer to adhere, giving 
them and them only to our readers. What- 
• ver the romance may be. the tact is that 
the house is a very ordinary one ; base- 
ment, three stories, plain brick front, in a 
very quiet neighborhood.

on the other a lire-place. Sitting at the far 
side of the room, were, at the time to which 
we refer, several elderly gentlemen, stand- 
ing in front of and talking to th -in was one 
upon whom public attention has often been 
drawn, whose name always known is now 
renowned throughout the world, whose 
credit was alv ay s among the foremost and 
whose influence in the places where money 
is king was tremendous, and not alwaya 
good. He is a short, thick-set man, with 
silvery hair, a very keen, quick-rolling, 
restless eye of gray, a big uose, thin lips, 
hard and relentless in expression ol face, a 
man whose countenance would not encour- 
age familiarity. This is Morris Ketchum. 
Advancing toward him, we asked a few 
proper, pertinent questions. We were met 
courteously, our questions promptly an- 
swered. 

Standing directly in front of the vault, 
whose heavy door of iron swung wide upon 
its long hinges before us, he said: "Where 
Edward has gone, I do not know.

name and was living in Twentieth 
street, sent out for the evening papers, read 
the elaborate money articles in the Express 
and the ponderous comments iu the Com- 
mercial, examined his beard, which had 
now remained untouched since Tuesday- 
morning, and went to bed. He slept sound- 
ly all night long. 

Saturday morning came, fand here it 
would l-e pertinent to ask where did that 
clean shirt come from -by what singular 
fortune do clean socks bang upon the rack 
— and stranger still who could have fur- 
nished that same white handkerchief, neat- 
ly marked with the name of Ketchum?— 
we would like to know, you know.) 

Sunday, the day of rest, came in its turn. 
He had had rest.of enough, had in fact be- 
come restless. He needed exercise; why- 
then shouldn't he take it? No one seemed 
anxious to hnd him, and naturally think 
ing be would be safe from molestation, he 
sallied out in the evening for a walk.

On Monday, other matters, grave and 
serious, enlisted the pubi c sympathy, and 
Ketchum breathed freely, lie found the 
persons of the house pleasant, amiable, un- 
suspecting people. They rather liked the 
singular Cincinnati merchant. To be sure, 
be had no luggage; bis singularly clean 
linen, day after day, attracted no notice, 
even if he had come there with no trunk — 
the age of miracles is not wholly gone, and 
it is nothing worthy of remark for a man 
to hnd a full supply of clothe.- every inorn- 
iug at his bedside. He was disposed to be 
sociable; he talked long in the morning 
after breakfast, had nothing to do, and 
lived as all Cincinnati merchants live when 
they come to New York and engage rooms 
for six months. The topics of the day were 
<li-< u-sed, the boldness of Ketchum was 
canvassed, the junketings of Jenkins were 
laughed at, the concert saloon coquelteries 
of Vive. Brower were properly denounced, 
and time passed pleasantly, t^uite a happy 
family was this in West Twentieth street. 
The only thing which seemed strange to the 
iady of the house was his desire to have 
his meals served in his own room. At 
times fits of retiracy would come upon him; 
he would desire to be let alone; be then 
walked his room, up and down, as if wor- 
ried about something. Night came, and 
availing himself of the frieudly shade, he 
went out, but for some reason returned al- 
most immediately. Whatever the reason 
was, it had influence sufficient to keep him 
in the bouse until the following Thursday, 
when he went into the street at one o'clock, 
and remained out seven hours, returning 
not far from eight o'clock in the evening. 
He says that he walked the streets, that he 
met many people whose faces were familiar 
to him, that he was near enough to others 
to recognize iu them intimate friends, and 
that to cap the climax of absurdity he went 
to Central Park, where he drove awhile, 
walked awhile, and sat awhile secluded 
from the crowd. Duriug the hours he spent 
at this retired spot be saw many others 
whom be knew and be was surprised to 
find that be was not recognized. The story 
flavors of the ridiculous; its by no means 
easy to believe that a man so well known 
as he to the la?tter class of Park habitues, 
could spend any length of lime upon its 
drives or walks and not be seen and de- 
lected, no matter bow disguised. He, how- 
ever, was in no disguise whatever. He 
was dressed as usual, so far as externals are 
concerned, and we imagine the Cincinna- 
tian underclothes found so mysteriously in 
his room, were fashioned by a hand thai 
had often counted the greenbacks from the 
vault of No- 40 Exchange-place.

story wou't do. An indulgent public 
wouldn't find it in its heart to say very 
hard things about it if be bad visited his 
wife or his father, or his devoted mother;

Kcrcbum is human, quite so, and has erred 
several times. Ouce was wheu he went 
upon the street; once was wheu he called 
on a friend, whose servant recognized him. 
We don't care to penetrate the veil of se- 
crecy which, for certain possible prudential 
reasons, our detective friends have dropped 
over the detection and arrest; but it can do 
no harm to remark that in the case of all 
great criminals they are sure to rest on 
some broken reed, to trust to some untrust- 
worthy friend, to confide in some person 
■ hattw interest is not parallel with theirs. It 
was so in this instauce. By this leaky, un- 
trustworthy and false friend information 
was sent to the police, which induced them 
to believe that Ketchum was not far from 
West Twentieth street. Two of the able 
men who share the confidence of John 
Young, a host in himself, a man of fertile 
brain and abundant resource were set at 
work upon thecbase. Five thousand dollars, 
let it be remembered, was all that had been 
offered for the detection of the man who 
had lakeu millions, and this was not to be 
had entire, for the fund has fifteen per cent., 
and the understrappers take as much 
more.

A systematic effort at mis- 
representation, to call it by no harsher 
name, is insidiously aud industriously put 
forth at the time by the Copperheads to 
mislead and sway the public mind. Wri- 
ters of this class distort every incident they 
touch, and the sympathizing papers, by- 
some attractive power, gather these dis- 
rupted, crooked, discolored stories from 
their columns.

The Inter-Continental Telegraph will be 

completed in 1860. It will connect Loudon 
with New York by way of St. Petersburg, 
iu Russia, and San Francisco and St. Louis 
in the United States. The work upon it has 
been prosecuted with diligence for some 
months. From San Francisco the line will 
be carried through British Columbia or 
New Caledonia into the Russo- American 
Possessions on the northwest coast ol the 
American continent. The communication 
between the opposite shores of Aria and 
America will be established in latitude 88 
deg. Tbe distance across is four hundred 
miles, but an intervening island reduces 
the distance to which it will be uecessaiy to 
extend the submerged portion of the cable 
to only two huudred and fifty miles for the 
longest interval. 

In Asia the line will be taken up by Rus- 
sian olticers and completed so as to connect 
it With St. Petersburg through the mouth 
of the river Ainoor, in latitude bl deg. 50 
min. From New Westminster, at tbe mouth 
of Frazer river in British America, toNico- 
laietisk, near the Amoor, is four thousand 
miles. The line will Va? completed through 
a large part of the Frazer river valley the 
present season. Since February last two 
hundred and fifty mrn have been at work 
upon this section of it. Next spring there 
will be on the ground the wire and all ma- 
terials necessary for the prosecution of the 
work for the remainder of the route ou this 
continent. The materials will include two 
huudred miles of sub-marine wire. 

Colonel Bulkley, the Superintendent, and 
his staff, left San Francisco in the Golden 
Gate on the loth of July. The George S. 
Wright, a propeller, the barks Clara Bell 
and Palmetto, aud schooner Milbri Badger 
accompanied. 

The Secretary of the Navy, refusing to 
carry out the authorization of Congress to 
detach a vessel to await on the enterprise, 
Mr. McCulloch has placed the revenue cut- 
ter Shubrick at Colonel Bulkley's com- 
mand. 

The Golden Gate, as she proceeds north- 
ward, will stop at tbe mouth of the Kvicii- 
pak (pronounced Vik-pak ,, which Is a great 
river, wifh a delta one hundred miles wide, 
reaching from 61 deg. 30 min. to 63 degrees. 
Here Mr. Kennicotl and party will disem- 
bark. It will be their duty to ascend the 
river and explore its course— something 
which has never been heretofore, although 
some Russians attempted it fifteen or twen- 
ty years ago. It is supposed that tbe Kvich- 
pak is the same stream as the Youken, into 
which the Pelly river of British America 
empties. Major Pope will go up Frazer 
river an*l down the Pelly and Youken to 
meet him. 

Colonel Bulkley will also land a party at 
the mouth of the Anadir river, at latitude 
of sixty-live degrees, in Siberia, and it will 
be their duty to ascend that stream, and 
they will be met by another party, to be 
sent out by Major Abasa, a Russian noble- 
man, who, after having studied the tele- 
graphic business in the United States for 
several years, has taken part in tho under-

"F.— Why, Doctor, you have taken the 
oath of allegiance, and claim protection as 
a citizen, and can't auswer that question ! 
It admits of a direct answer." 

"McF.— I don't want you to urge that 
question. Iam glad the war is over, and 
that we have peace. I can't say any more. 
Now don't ask me tbat question again."

The Conference of the African M. E.

The churches of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan 
and Iowa, are represented. They report a 
Sabbath attendance of 200,000; member- 
ships 60,000; and church property to the 
value of $150,000. 

A stage coach was attacked near Gibson 
Ferry, Moutana Territory, on the 4th ol 
July, by robbers, who killed lour passen- 
gers and wounded three others, and stole 
$60,000 in gold dust. The coach was on its 
way eastward. 

General Steele recently entertained a 
Mexican functionary at his quarters at 
Brownsville, Texas. General Wetzel and 
others were present. 

Tbe New Orleans Picavune of the 22d 
publishes an address of the "National Dem- 
ocratic Kxeculive Committee" to the people 
of Louisiana, sigued J. Ad. Ror.ier. It re- 
cognises the abolishment of slavery a.s an 
accomplished fact, and opposes the calling 
of a State Convention, expressing the belief 
that the regular Legislature is competent to 
bring the State in proper relations with the 
General Government. 

The people of Colorado will vote on the 
State question next Tuesday, September 5. 
In their address accompanying the Consti- 
tution, the Committee of the Denver Con- 
vention make several strong points in favor 
<>• Mate organization, one of which is that 
there hasn't b»en a Judge in the Territory 
for three month*, and but one Judge worth 
having since the Territory was organized. 
Land titles are all unsettled by present ar- 
rangements, and when carried before the 
Courts have been unfairly adjudicated 
upon. The proposed Constitution declares 
all squattir titles legal, dating from the 
very first organization of the inchoate 
"Territory of Jeflerson." 

The New Orleaus True Delta of the 22d 
ny-<,ov. Wells has appointed Mr. Miles 
Sells, a Stale cotton agent, with instructions 
to proceed up Red river, and seise all cotton 
which may have been purchased by Henry 
W. Allen, the Governor of Louisiana under 
Confederate rule. This cotton he is to ship 
to New Orleaus, where it will be libeled and 
sold for the benefit of the State. 

The swindle of the Government and roI- 
diera by paymasters in Virginia, is being 
thoioughly silted. All the paymasters con- 
oerued in the swindle are under arrest, and 
will soon be brought to trial. 

The San Dominicans, having driven the 
Spaniard from the island, are now engaged 
in a rebellion against the head of tbe Gov- 
ernment they bad established. The capital 
and several towns had declnred for 'he in- 
surgent chief, Senor Cabrie!. 

Lieut, Hahn, in tbe socret service of the 
Government, who has bt'en on n tour 
through the northeastern part of North 
< arolina, where there is no military force, 
reports that tbe people of that section evince 
anj' thing but a spirit of submission to tbe 
new order of things.

A resolution in the platform of the Ohio 
Democracy calls for the taxation by States 
of United States bonds. It 
tbe exemption ot thet 
taxation as an attempt to create an odious 
and privileged moneyed aristocracy." 
These bonds represent tbe indebtedness of 
the United States Government for money 
loaned it in the hour of extreme need and 
peril, for its own preservation. They are 
not chiefly owned by men of wealth, but 
are distributed throughout the loyal por- 
tions of the Republic in sums of fifty dol- 
lars and upwards. Millions of dollars 
were thus loaned by men of slender means 
but loyal hearts. Democracy did its ut- 
most to prevent the Government from ob- 
taining this supply, and rescuing itself 
from the ghastly dangers that surrounded 
it. It is logical and proper that they should 
now seek to impair the bargain by which 
supplies were obtained, and tc revenge 
themselves on the loyal multitudes whose 
prompt and per-istent fidelity to country 
thwarted all their devilish schemes of 
treachery, and turned their wisdom into 
folly. They have commenced this work in 
a peculiarly stealthy and perhaps inge- 
nious way. The authors of the resolution 
referred to knew very well that no such 
measure as it recommended is possible, 
on three separate occasions the Supreme 
Court of the United States has decided 
against the power of States or municipal 
governments to tax, directly or indirectly, 
the bonds of the General Government. If 
any State I^trislature were to impose such 
a tax by a unanimous vote, the enactment 
would be a nullity. 

It is a question of law primarily, and tbe 
most explicit decision of tbe highest legal 
tribunal in the land has fixed its solution 
as permanently as such matters can be 
fixed. The object of this resolution then is 
not to secure tbe taxation called for, but to 
open the way for a flank movement now, 
and a more direct assault hereafter against 
the national debt itself. Every effort will 
l»e made by the charlatan leaders of the 
Democratic party during the canvass in 
Ohio to render these untaxed bonds odious. 
Some measure of success may be looked 
for in the effort. No Legislature of course 
will stultify itself by making even a remote 
hint at a movement towards taxing them. 
And after clamoring for a season in vain, 
for such a measure, the Democracy will be 
prepared for tbe next step, whicn will be 
some form of repudiation. They will have 
succeeded already iu making those yvho 
hearken to their counsels look with detes- 
tation upou tbe national debt. And the 
cry for throwing it off will readily become 
with such, popular and noisy. 

There is no possibility of mistaking the 
signs of the times, which indicate the drift 
of the Democratic party towards repudia- 
tion. Some of the less adroit and more 
venomous leaders don't" scruple to admit it, 
and to demand now with unflinching ef- 
frontery that the measure be placed as a 
watchword on the party-flag without 
further equivocation or delay. "Repudia- 
tion," then, may be looked upon as one of 
the modes of hostility to the nation's pros- 
perity and life, which its incorrigible ene- 
mies will assume at no distant day. Re- 
pudiation of the national debt would be tbe 
inevitable and permanent destruction of 
national credit. And a nation without 
cre dit can no more maintain itself as a po- 
litical power in the world than I merchant 
without credit can carry on successful bus- 
iness. Mexico, the prey of malignant 
demagogues and plunderers, furnishes an 
instructive example of this kind. It is 
none too noon for loyal men to ponder this 
question and consider with earnest heed the 
consequences of the destruction of our 
credit as a nation.

Govbrnor John Brquoh, of Ohio.— 
Tbe telegraph has announced the painful 
intelligence of the death of Hon. John 
Rrough, Oovei nor of the State of Ohio. He 
has so long occupied a prominent positiou 
before the public, aud his efforts while Gov- 
ernor towaid the suppression of the rebel- 
lion wore so conspicuous, and so honorable, 
as to demand a detailed account of his life. 

John Drough was born at Marietta, ou 
tbe 17th September, 1811. His father, John 
Brougb, au Englishman by birth, came to 
this country in 180G, in the same ship with 
Blennerhassett, with whom he afterward 
remained on the most friendly relation un- 
till bis unfortunate connection with the 
Burr conspiracy. 

While Mr. Brougb was Auditor of Ohio, 
he bought the "Phoenix," in Cincinnati, of 
Moses Dawson, changed the name to the 
Enquirer, and put iu his brother Charles 
Brough as editor. After the close of his of- 
ficial term, he practiced law in Cincinnati, 
and also wrote editorials for his paper. 
There is some evidence that Mr. Brough 
had an honorable ambition to represent the 
State in the United States Senule, for yvhich 
positiou his broad aud comprehensive views 
of public policy and his great ability as a 
public sneaker admirably fitted him; but in 
1848, becoming disgusted with the pro- 
slavery inclinations of some of the leaders 
of the Democratic party, and the corruption 
of that organization, he resolved to have 
nothing more to do with politics save as an 
elector, and sold one half of the Enquirer to 
H. H. Robinson. 

Governor Brough has a family, consist- 
ing of a wife and three children, living. 

Though not a member of a church, nor 
during the last ten years an active attendant 
at any place of public worship, he was 
nevertheless a Christian. The evidence of 
this he repeatedly exhibited during his ill 
nef-s He espoused no particular sect, but 
believed in the fundamental principles of 
Christianity. He has expressed himself 
freely ou this subject to his family during 
his recent affliction, and there can be no 
doubt of bis sincerity. 

He stated very calmly, yet with deep feel- 
ing, that he yvas, and hid always been, a 
firm believer in the doctrine of Christiani- 
ty; that he had full faith and hope in Jesus 
Christ, aud through him he hoped for eter- 
nal life. He remarked that he had never 
been a demonstrative man, but his faith 
had nevertheless been firmly and deeply 
grounded.

The Revolution In San I'omiugo. 

New York, August .'iu.— The steamer 
Coluuibia brings Havana dates to the 2<ith. 
The news from San Domingo announces 
that the revolution is t ill going on in that 
island. The capital aud oth^r towns have 
pronounced against General Pellental, and 
have declnred in favor of Senor Jose Maria 
Cabriel, naming him Protector of the Re- 
public, and authorising him to take the su- 
preme command until a new government 
can be established. General Clement is 
charged with conduct in complete defiance 
of law and order, such as persecuting mem- 
bers of the Provisional Government, load- 
ing citizens with it-ona and threatening 
them with d.-ath, setting aside the election 
for delegates to the National Convention, 
ordering the arrest of those elected and 
causing new members to be elected, pub- 
licly ottering a reward for the head of Gen- 
eral Potanico, his predecessor at the heat!

The Swindle by Paymasters In Virginia. 

New York, August 30.— A special to the 
Tribuue, from Washington, the 29th, says, 
an outrageous wiudle on the Government 
and soldiers, by paymasters, has been dis- 
covered. 

Col. Binney, Paymaster in Chief, at Nor- 
folk, in violation of instructions, took Ml- 
000,000, iu Treasury checks to Norfolk, had 
them cashed there, took iu exchange 7-30's. 
By an arrangement with the National 
Bank at Norfolk, whose President is a no- 
torious secessionist, Binney received one- 
half of the ner cent, allowed by Jay Cooke 
<fe Co., for the circulation of the 7-30's. The 
National Banks at Norfolk and Richmond 
gained largely by the transaction, es the 
bonds paid to the soldiers came back to 
their couuters to be exchanged for legal 
tenders, at Irom one-half t ) one per cent, 
discount. 

Merchants and sutlers followed suit, and 
the soldiers could not buy the smallest arti- 
cle with his 7-30's, unless he submitted to 
this infamoug swindle. 

All paymasters engaged in the swindle 
are under arrest, and will be severely pun- 
ished.

Halifax, August 30.— The steamship 
American, from Liverpool at 8:30 A. m 
the 19th, via Queeusiown the 20th, arrived 
at Halifax late last night. 

Moorings had been laid down for the 
Great Ivi-u rn at Sheerneas. 

The Times says the experience of the ex- 
pedition is full of encouragement tor the 
future laying of the cable. The discourag- 
ing circumstance is the apparent inability 
of electricians to discover serious faults in 
the cable before it is paid over. 

The Daily News says it is more thrth 
probable that the Great Eastern will be dis- 
patched to fish up the cable at once. 

The prospects of the cable were the prev- 
alent topic. The report of the Great East- 
ern had a favorable effect on the shares, 
which rallied from 13 to 20}*. There was 
much difference of opinion relative to the 
prospeet of the recovery of the cable. The 
Times says the result of the proceedings on 
the Great Eastern demonstrate the feasibil- 
ity of the project. The accident to the cab e 
is provoking, but the experience gained 
will enable the company p. retrieve the 
error and accomplish their work. 

The Daily News says nothing was known 
relative to the cabie till after Monday, the 
3d, on which day the different boards met 
to settle the course. Fresh contracts will be 
made, and it is believed that the big ship 
will be dispatched again without delay. 

The Times, of the 19th, publiahes the dia- 
ry of the expedition, occupying seven 
columns, and remarks that, although the 
results are very encouraging for the future, 
still, if perfect machinery i3 arranged for 
laying the cable, it cau be done; also by- 
further delay the consequence will be the 
total loss oft.be cable.

Ralkiou, N. C, Aug. 21.— Lieutenant 
W. A. Hahu, on secret duty of an important 
character in the Department of Virginia, 
has arrived here from a trip through the 
Northeastern portion of this State, where 
there is no military force. He reports thai 
three negroes were shot in Northampton 
county the other day by the Home Guards, 
or County Police, for refusing to return to 
their masters after accepting of employ- 
ment elsewhere; that the people refuse to 
recognize the freedom of the blacks, who 
are whipped- and tortured iu the most 
tieudish manner for merely expressing a dt- 
sire to be free, and that shooting and kill- 
ing these creatures appears to be the order 
of the day.

Hahu also Bays a I'nion 
man in Hartford county was driven from 
his home for employing a colored girl as 
servant without consulting her former mas- 
ter.

Thomas, a member ef the Court, said 
he understood the prisoner had been hand 
culled while in prison. He could see no 
BMaaaitT for such rigid treatment, and 
especially as the prisoner is attended by a 
guard. Col. Chipmau explained the hand- 
cuffing, as at the instance of the counsel 
for the accused, as on the day the counsel 
deserted him he said he would not again 
appear in the court, and it was feared the 
prisoner meditate 1 suicide. 

Mr. Baker now saw no necessity for hand- 
cuffing the prisoner, aud presumed the 
continuance of it arose from misapprehen- 
sion aud would not be repeated from any- 
thing heretofore said by the prisoner's 
counsel. 

OoL Parson", at one time commanding 
the post at Audersonville, showed that 
VVirtz was assigned to the prison by Geu.

New York. August 30.— The Herald's 
Charleston correspondent of the 26th says: 
There have recently been arrivals from tin- 
interior of large stocks of cotton and a con- 
siderable number of planters, and the busi- 
ness of the city has a very encouraging 
look. The planters are loud in their coin- 
plaints that since the colored people have 
neen emancipated they have generally de- 
serted the plantations and cannot be com- 
pelled to work except under the compul- 
sion of the military. 

Id consequence' of this desertion of the 
negroes the planters say the cotton and 
corn crops will give little more than half an 
ordinary crop. 

At the present time the test oath required 
by the set of MM of all persons entering on 
the duties of a United States office has given 
rise to considerable discussion here. Gov. 
Perry, while at Wsshington, was jriven ■ 
list of the various vacant Federal offices in 
South Carolina, and was requested to nom- 
inate suitable persons to till them. The 
<iovernor's appointees are, with but one or 
two exceptions, ineligible in consequence 
of having held office under Davis' rule. 

Mr. I^itoh, .Surveyor of the Port, on his 
return here, reported to Collector Mackey 
hi* readiness to enter on the duties of bis 
office. Upon being requested to take the 
test oath he declined, and expressed doubts 
of the Collector's authority to administer it. 
As the cases were precisely similar with the 
appointed appraisers, the matter has 
l**e_ referred to the authorities at Wash- 
ington. 

It is reported that the high officers at 
Washington don't regard the oath as appli- 
cable to disloyal States, having been eu- 
acted during the war with particular refer- 
ence to such persons in the loyal section ot 
the country. 

< .eneral Hatch is still In command of the 
District, though in daily ex]teclation of the 
arrival of bis successor. 

Now that Maj. Gen. A. Ames is to be re- 
moved, the citizen* express regret that any 
change should be made, and begin to think 
that the General has been more sinned 
against than sinning. He intends to make 
his future home in New York. 

The musterirg out of troops continues, 
and the interior of the State is being gra- 
dually stripped of their garrisons. The 
countVy people are somewhat alarmed for 
fear of trouble with the freed men, the re- 
port being circulated that all the troops in 
tin- State are to be withdrawn. 

The election canvass continues to increase 
in iuterest and excitement. Several new 
tickets are in circulation. 

The name* ol Kev. P. K. Lynch, Rev. 
.Jobni lyuchanau, Alfred Huger, Dr. .! uhn F. 
Papisenheim, and others of violent dispo- 
sitions, have been selected and associated 
liy the old Board street clique. The latter 
MM made a direct issue against Dr. 
Mackey and the ether cadidatos on the 
Union ticket, which has but a v«.'ry light 
pr-ispect tt success. 

The receipts of cotton this week have been 
1,179 bales by the D. C. R.. and CM by the 
North Eastern. This is the largest arrival. 

The Herald's Washington special says, 
the late Treasury defalcation v ■ < not so 
disastrous as at first supposed, nor is it by 
any means certain that the Government 
will Mistain a loss at all in the final settle- 
ment. Nearly ?l,'2<)0,ono were involved, if 
reports be true. 01 this amount it has 
transpired that about seven hundred thou- 
sand dollars were promptly settled by con- 
veyances, and assignments, purporting to 
l>e good for the balance, have also come in 
the possession of the Department, which in 
addition to the bail bonds, are held lor 
nearly a quarter of a million of dollars. 
From all these accounts the Government 
can certainly realize the bulk of its unpaid 
balance. 

Gen. Swayne, Assistant Commissioner of 
Freedmen's Affaire for the State of Ala- 
bama, telegraphs from Montgomery under 
date of the iiMh inst., to Gen. Howard, Si i- 
{>eriiitendHiit of the Freedmen's Bureau, 
calling for additional military force to put 
a stop to the cruelties practiced on the 
fre»dmen of Alabama, by the late slave- 
holders and others. <Jen. Swayne suggests 
that the 2d Maine cavalry be sent to them 
at once. 

The special to the New York Times from 
Washington, ^th, says General Schemel- 
feuning is at the point of death in Phila- 
delphia. 

An interesting report has been received 
at the Freedmen s Bureau from Col. Sam'l 
Thomas, Assistant Commissioner of Missis- 
sippi, dated Vicksburg, August 15, contain- 
ing an account of affairs in that State. He 
ids are being rebuilt and bridges 
, and the telegraph extended to the 
and interior towns of the State, and in 
a short time communication will be easv 
and rapid. Tbe colonies of freedmen are 
working the land assigned them at Davis' 
Bend, Camp Hawley, near Vicksburg, De 
Soto Point, opposite, and at Washington, 
near Natchez. 

New Orlbans, August 30.— C'-tton quiet; 
l,4uo bales sold at 42c. Sugar and molasses 
dull. 

Halii ax, Aug 30.— The steamer Africa, 
from Liverpool the ltfth, via (|ueenstown 
21st, has arrived. Political news unimpor- 
tant. Nothing had been determined upon 
in regard to the cable. Future proceedings 
were to be resolved upon on the 2 1st. 

Captain Anderson, of the Great Kastern, 
in a letter, says it will require ten months 
to provide proper gear for lifting the cable 
and to make the necessary repairs to the 
<ireat Kastern. 

He suggested that a new table be made 
and laid in May next, and the old one then 
I >e picked up and repaired. He expressed 
every confidence in the future success of the 
cable but ttiinks it useless to renew the at- 
tempt to lay it during the wintt r months.

She went into summer quarters yesterday, 
and will await the opening of the fall and 
winter campaigns, as the first boat in the 
regular Louisville and New Orleans packet 
line.

Why is it that our 
Kentucky farmer*, especially in Jefferson and fctailby 
counties, and particularly in the famous Bluegraas re- 
gion, do not turn their attention more exclusively to the 
dairy, and to the manufacture of cheese? They could 
doubtedly produce richer, and or course much better 
cheese or butter, than can be made any where aloug the 
Western Reserve.
